report in the steel wage dispute, 
according to all indications here. 

The steel union, whose interna- 
tional executive’ board and wage 
policy committee were in session 
here, also will comply with Presi- 
gent Truman’s request that the 
strike truce be extended until 12:01 
a.m. Sept. 25. Most of the steel 
companies had already agreed to 
the extension.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Sept. 12 
(AP)—The steel strike crisis was 
put up to strategists of the CIO 
United Steel Workers today. 

They held the answer to Presi- 
dent Truman’s request for an 11- 
day extension of the strike truce 
expiring tomorrow midnight. Steel 
industry’s big five accepted the ex- 
tension. 

Also in the union’s hands is the 
working man’s demands for a 
fourth-round pay increase—spe- 
cifically whether to accept the 
presidential board’s formula for 
settling the steel wage dispute. 

The board suggested a 10-cent 
hourly package covering pensions 
and insurance but not wages. 

Decisions on the board recom- 
mendations also are expected from 
more than 60 steel companies as 
goon as officers .and boards of 
directors finish studying the fact 
finders’ report. 

Closed Session. 

The steel workers’ executive 
board met this morning. CIO and 
Steel -Worker President Philip 
Murray, spearheading labor’s drive 
for a fourth-round pay boost, got 
behind closed doors with other 
union heads to plot their course. 

The executive board is made up 
of international officers and 33 
district directors. It’s recommen-

CAPTAIN IN HIS

BEING WRECKED 


Retired War Hero De- 


clares Veteran Flyer 


Deserves Support of 
All Fellow Officers in 
Fight. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (UP)— 


Adm. William F. (Bull) Halsey to- 
day came to the defense of Capt. 
John G. Crommelin, veteran Navy 
flyer who has accused the Army 
and Air Force of trying to take 
over the military establishment. 

Halsey, retired wartime hero of 
the Pacific, said Crommelin “de- 
serves the help and respect of all 
naval officers.” 

The wartime commander of the 
Third Fleet threw his support be- 
hind Crommelin after the two con- 
ferred at a luncheon meeting and 
after an informed source disclosed 
that an attempt has been made to 
suspend Crommelin because of his 
public charge. 

Halsey’s Statement. 

Halsey authorized this 
statement:

statement and comments, I feel 
very strongly that he is attempting 
to do something for the good of 
the country and that he has shown 
wonderful courage in jeopardizing 
his career by doing this. I feel that 
he deserves the help and respect 
of all naval officers.” 

Earlier, an informant said Un- 
der Secretary of Navy Dan.

Kimball wanted to order Crom- 


soon as he learned of the 46-year- 
old flyer’s public charge. 

But the suspension was held up 
when Adm.

Finds Morale Low. 

After meeting with Crommelin, 
Halsey said he had nothing fur- 
ther to add :° this time to his 
brief statement. But Halsey men- 
tioned that, after ‘talking with 
jinior naval officers, he had 
found Navy morale at a very low 
ebb. He hinted that many of the 
younger officers feel that the 
Navy does not now offer the same 
career opportunities that it did in 
former years. 

Crommelin also was defended by 
R. Adm. Austin K. Doyle, of Glen- 
view, Ill, head of the naval air 
training program. 

“When John Crommelin, a great 
naval officer and a superb naval 
aviator, speaks, the American peo- 
ple should listen to him,” said 
Doyle in concluding a strong state- 
ment. 

“Capt. John Crommelin is one 
of the greatest naval aviators of 
all times,” Doyle said, adding: 
“He has always had the coun- 
try’s interest at heart. He has 
never thought of his own interests. 
He is a man of the highest and 
nicest integrity. 

“I find it impossible that he he 
off-line in any great degree in any 
statement that he may make.” 
Says Navy Is Being Wrecked. 
Crommelin issued a statement 
Saturday in which he charged 
that Navy power is being wrecked 
in the Pentagon, headquarters of 
the armed services. He said it is 
being “nibbled to death” and Navy 
morale is being destroyed. 

Capt. Crommelin, who works un- 
der the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said 
that in speaking out he was throw- 
ing overboard his 30-year Navy 
career, but added: 

“I hope this will blow the whole 
thing open and bring on another 
congressional investigation.”

LONDON, Sept. 12 (UP)—Scien- 
tists who have “re-discovered”

CUT GASOLINE PRICE 


HALF CENT GALLON 


Two more major oil companies 
lowered gasoline prices today 
after Standard Oil Co. announced 
a cut of half-a-cent a gallon to 
service stations in- St. Louis and 
St. Louis county. MHalf-cent re- 
ductions by Gulf Oil Co. and Shell 
Oil Co. followed Standards cut. 

Officials said most. stations 
were passing the cut along to 
motorists. The new price of reg- 
ular gasoline generally is 24 cents, 
including taxes, in the city, and 
23 cents in the county. New price 
of ethyl grade gasoline is 26 and 
25 cents, respectively. Half-cent 
reductions were made by Stan- 
dard also in prices of heater ‘and 
furnace oil and kerosene.

' Selection of Chancellor. 

The election of Dr. Heuss as- 
sured the early selection of Dr. 
Konrad Adenauer as first Chan- 
cellor (Prime Minister) of West 
Germany and the subsequent end 
of the Allied military government 
over the western part of this con- 
quered land. Dr. Adenauer is 
chairman of the Christian Demo- 
cratic party and chief organizer 
of the rightist government coali- 
tion of Christian Democrats, Free 
Democrats and the German party. 

On the first ballot, Dr. Heuss 
got 377 votes and Schumacher 311. 
The others were scattered among 
minor candidates. 

Affable, with a shaggy mane of 
white hair, Dr. Heuss has had 
years of experience in German 
political skirmishing. He still was 
a student when he joined the Na- 
tional Social Movement of Fried- 
rich Naumann, a liberal leader 
who later was the subject of one 
of his biographies. 

In 1924, he was elected to the 
Reichstag by the German Demo- 
cratic party. He was one of the 
last. five Democrats in the 1933 
Reichstag where he voted for the 
enabling act which gave dictatori- 
al powers to Hitler, After the Al- 
lied occupation of Germany, Dr. 
Heuss became co-publisher of the 
Rhine-Neckar Zeitung in Heidel- 
Derg, and Minister of Culture in 
Wuerttemberg. 8 

Sworn in Immediately. 

He was sworn immediately fol- 
lowing his election in the bright 
new capitol building on the banks 
of the Rhine, As sopn as the vote 
was counted, the chairman nodded 
to Dr. Heuss in his front-row seat, 
and he went to the rostrum. Rais- 
ing his right arm, he repeated his 
oath of office: 

“I swear that I shall dedicate 
my strength to the well-being of 
the German people, enhance what 
is to its advantage; fend off what 
might harm it, uphold and defend 
the basic law and the laws of the 
federation, fulfill my duties con- 
scientiously, and to do justice to 
every man, so help me God.”

Viking II Rises Only 33 


Miles, but Responds to 


Controls — Preview of 
‘Moon Express.’

LAS CRUCES, N.M., Sept. 12 
(AP) — America’s newest super- 
rocket soared only 33 miles into 
the air but it brought back to 
scientists waiting on the ground 
a picture of what the first space 
ships may be like. 

On the basis of the performance 
of the Viking II in a test flight 
last Tuesday when 95 per cent of 
all its intricate gadgets worked, 
tomorrow's. “moon express” may 
be expected”"to look like a pencil— 
thin, round and as high as an 
office building. It probaly will not 
have any fins. 

The 46-foot-long Viking [II, 
largest yet produced in the United 
States, was controlled in flight 
Tuesday by changing the direction 
of the exhaust from its rocket 
tubes. Its fins were not used. 

“We eventually hope to elimi- 
nate fins entirely,” says Dr. Homer 
E. Newell, rocket expert in the 
naval research laboratory at 
White Sands pr-ving ground near 
here. “The drag on fins at ex- 
tremely high speeds is tremen- 
dgus.” 

The Viking II reached a speed 
of 1775 miles an hour, Its prede- 
cessor’s top speed was 2250 m.p.h 
and it soared to a height of 50 
miles. However, Newell termed 
the latest flight a success despite 
its top altitude of 33 miles. 

“We were after stability and 
control this time,” hé said. “Next 
time we will concentrate on en- 
gine performance.”

Cripps Hails Program, 
Says It Will Block Any 
Further Dangerous 
Drains on England’s Re- 
serves.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP)— 
The United States, Britain and 
‘Canada today announced a 10- 
point program for dealing with 
Britain’s immediate dellar crisis. 

Its aim, too, is to make Britain 
self-supporting in long-range dol- 
lar earnings. 

The program was announced at 
a joint news conference held at 
the conclusion of the week-long 


three-power talks here. 

Sir Stafford Cripps, British 
Chancellor of the Txchequer, said 
he is convinced the agreements 
will block any further dangerous 
drains on Britain’s gold and dol- 
lar reserves. 

Trade Concessions. 

The 10 points supplement Brit- 
ain’s own belt-tightening meas- 
ures. They provide, first of all, 
for a series of trade concessions 
and other steps by the Lited 
States and Canada. 

Immediate points include: 

Greater freedom for Britain to 
spend its Marshall plan dollars. 

Modifications in American cus- 
toms procedures. 

Increases in stockpiling of rub- 
ber and tin and an. increased op- 
portunity for use in this country 
of raw rubber instead of syn- 
thetic rubber made here. 

All such measures either will 
enable Britain to earn more dol- 
lars by selling more goods to the 
United States and Canada, or will 
help Britain conserve. the dollars 
it has. 

Secretary of the Treasury John 
W. Snyder, chief American nego- 
tiator at the week-old three power 
talks, said that he felt the talks 
hdd made a “substantial advance 
in approaching a_ solution” of 
Britain’s dollar shortage prob- 
lem. 


List of 10 Points. 

Here are the 10 points as an- 
nounced in a 2500-word communi- 
que from the finance and foreign 
policy chiefs of the three nations: 

1. Overseas investments—All 
three countries will try to stimu- 

late investments of American 
private capital abroad and to 
promote new lean application 
for development projects in for- 
eign countries to the World 
Bank and the United States Ex- 
port-Import Bank, 

2. Commodity arrangements 
and stockpiling—Canada is “pre- 
pared to take steps to increase 
reserve stocks of tin and rub- 
ber” and the United States will 
“review its stockpiling program” 
for the same purpose and mean- 
while open the field for in 
creased sales of natural rubber. 
Cripps expects immediate help 
from this step. 

3. Limitations on items which 
may be financed with Marshall 
plan funds—the United States 
recognized that Britain must “fi- 
nance with its share of Eco- 
nomic Co-operation Administra- 
tion funds a wider range of dol- 
lar expenditures” than previ- 
ously. The ECA will probably 
have an announcement tomor- 
row on how this point will work.

, Plan dollars for Canadian wheat. 
Customs and Tariff. 

4. Customs procedure — Both 
the United States and Canada 
promise to review their admin- 
istrative operation of customs to 
facilitate the flow of goods into 
their countries. The United 
States Government is developing 
proposals for legislation by Con- 
gress along this line. 

5. Tariff policy—The commu- 
nique sfated that “it was noted 
that high tariffs were clearly in- 
consistent with the position of 
creditor countries.” The United 
States reaffirmed its policy of 
trying to negotiate further trade 
agreements through which addi- 
tional cuts in its tariff rates 
can. be made. 

6. Liberalization of intra-Eu-

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 12—A 


statewide campaign to eliminate 


fire hazards anc provide better 


fire protection methods in Mis- 
souri was urged today by Gov. 
Forrest Smith, in opening a meet- 


ing he called here to organize a 


Governor’s fire protection confer- 
ence for Missouri. 

Mayors of Missouri cities, fire 
chiefs and representat.tes of civic 
organizations, insurance groups 
and others interested in fire pro- 
tection are attending the one-day 
meeting to‘set up -. state organi- 
zation similar to President Tru- 
man’s nationa] conference on fire 
protection. 

The objective of the state con- 
ference is to promote fire protec- 
tion through a campaign for nec- 
essary legislation, better enforce- 
ment of laws and building codes, 
improved fire-fighting services and 
public education. 

Smith said that in 1948 more 
than 10,000 person~ lost their 
lives in fires in the United States 
and the property loss totaled $560,- 
000,000. In Missouri, he said, the 
fire loss was $13,000,000 last year, 
and totaled more than $43,000,000 
in the preceding five years. 

Time to Take Stock. 


“It is time we in Missouri take 
stock of the fire situation,” Smith 
said. ‘‘We must arouse every com- 
munity to a realization of the se- 
riousness of the fire problem to 
life and property. It is time action 
is taken to eliminate fire hazards. 

“It is our job to see that we in 
Missouri do not have a disaster 
like the La Salle Hotel fire in Chi- 


‘cago and the Winecoff Hotel ca- 


tastrophe in Atlanta.” 

Smith said the fire insurance 
companies, through their agents, 
had been attempting to curb fire 
losses in Missouri. 

“A feeble effort has been made 
in the past during fire prevention 
week in the fall and clean-up 
week in the spring,’ Smith said. 
“This is a step in the right direc- 
tion but it is not enough. 

“To combat successfully this 
public enemy, fire, we must have 
a well rounded program. It must 
be based on sound and tried prin- 
ciples and put into action by all 
groups, including education, law 
and its enforcement, building con- 
struction, engineering and _ re- 
search in fire prevention, and the 
most efficient use of the fire- 
fighting services.” 

Pledges State Aid. 


Smith pledged the aid of the 
state government in carrying 
through the program to be adopt- 
ed by the conference. 

In preliminary moves to set up 
the state-wide conference Smith 
has appointed a state executive 
committee, headed by Attorney 
General J. E. Taylor. 

Committees also have been 
formed on fire prevention educa- 
tion, rural and forestry fire prob- 
lems, building construction and 
operation, laws and law enforce- 
ment, fire fighting services, pub- 
lic support and finance. 

The state has been divided into 
18 districts for purposes of the 
permanent fire protection cam- 
paign. Chairmen or directors also 
will be appointed for each of the 
counties and townships. 

Speakers on today’s program in- 
clude Maj. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, 
Washington, chief of the United 
States Army Engineers, who will 
report on the organization of the 
President’s fire conference; Les- 
ter E. Cox, Springfield, who will 
discuss fire prevention as it af- 
fects business men, and A. Bruce 
Bielaski, Chicago, executive direc- 
tor of the President’s conference, 
who will discuss a nation-wide 
program.

Winford F. Sparks, an admitted 
drug addict who forged a narcotic 
prescription here last month for 
the purpose of having himself 
committed to a federal hospital at 
Lexington, Ky., where he hopes for 
a cure, was a step nearer his ob- 
jective today. 


United States District Judge 
Roy Harper sentenced him to four 
months in an “institution to be 
designated by the Attorney Gener- 
al,” with a recommendation that 
the United States Public Health 
Service Hospital at Lexington be 
selected.

ALARMING SCHOOL 


FINANCIAL STATUS 


HERE IS FORECAST 


Jperating Expenses About 


to Carry System Below . 


Needed Surplus, Board 


Treasurer Says. 


Prediction of an “alarming” fi- 
nancial status for the St. Louis 
public schools was made today 
at a meeting of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Board of Education 
by Mervyn E. Wiethaupt, secre- 
tary and treasury of the board, 

Wiethaupt, who said he would 
make a detailed report at next 
month’s meeting, explained oper- 
ating expenses are about to carry 
the schools below their $2,000,000 
marginal surplus needed for safe- 
ty. 

An emergency is being caused, 


he said, by delay in securing 
about $550,000 which would be the 
schools’ allotment from the state 
under a special education appro- 
priation bill. The bill came up 
so late in the session its provi- 
siorfs were included in an “omni- 
bus” measure, House Bill 433, on 
which early action is unlikely be- 
cause of the variety of matters 
covered in it. 

Wiethaupt stressed that the 
schools have enough operating ex- 
penses for the current year but 
that after next July 1, in the 
period before heavy revenues come 
in late in the fall, there would be 
serious difficulty. He said he 
would urge a 10 per cent increase 
in the current annual budget of 
$19,529,766; to take care of such 
emergencies in future, with the 
increment to come from city taxes. 

An annual gain of $28,746 in op- 
eration of the school board’s ad- 
ministration building at 911 Lo- 
cust street was predicted by Wiet- 
haupt. Of this amount, $20,000 
is expected to be gained from in- 
creased rentals now being charged 
all tenants of the building whose 
leases have expired since the fi- 
nance committee recommended 
such a rise. 

Before the recommendation, the 
board was charging rents aver- 
aging $1.25 ¢ square foot. New 
charges, worked out by the fi- 
nance committee, are $250 a 
square foot for room fronting on 
Locust and Ninth streets and 
$2.25 a square foot for other 
rooms. 

Nine second- and _ third-story 
rooms with a total floor area of 
5777 square feet have been vacant 
during July and August, represent- 
ing a loss of about $1225. The 
school board is advertising them 
as for rent, Wiethaupt said. An 
additiona] annual saving of $8746 
came from reduction of personnel

Judge Cites 2211 Colli- 
sions in First 7 Months 
of Year, Terms Them 
‘Frightening Hazard.’ 


The September term grand jury, 
impaneled today by Circuit Judge 
Joseph J. Ward, was asked to con- 
sider a safety campaign for St. 
Louis motorists and pedestrians. 

“Something definitely must be 
done to eliminate this frighten- 
ing, deathful hazard,” Judge Ward 
declared, citing a police report 
listing 2211 vehicular collisions 
and 2162 accidents at street inter- 
sections in the first seven months 
of 1949. 

The procedure by which police 
operated headlight-testing stations 
at strategic points should be rein- 
stated, Judge Ward declared. He 
commended the Board of Educa- 
tion for retaining high school 
courses in driving, and said the 
jury might consider the problem 
of speeding by teen-age drivers, 
adding that he considered the par- 
ents to blame in such caSes.

He expressed 
the belief the Illinois Central was 
taking over a Missouri Pacific run, 
until stopped by the pickets. 

However, H. C. Krause, presi- 
dent of the quarry company, said 
the Missouri Pacific was only one 
of three roads that carried rock 
from the quarry on regular sched- 
ules, He asserted the Illinois Cen- 
tral was not going to do any haul- 
ing usually done by the Missouri 
Pacific.

The strike resulted from failure 
of management and of the unions 
to agree on 282 claims by em- 
ployes, based on differences of in- 
terpretation of operating rules in 
contracts with the Missouri Pa- 
cific. The-.claims total $3,000,000, 
and some are 10 years old. The 
employes voted to strike last 
November, and last-minute efforts 
by the White House and by gov- 
ernment mediators failed to head 
off the walkout. 

Effects of the strike were 
spreading today along the 11,000- 
mile railroad system in 10 states. 
Some factories entirely dependent 
on Missouri Pacific spurs for their 
shipments were expected to curtail 
operations this week. Most of the 
others, however, were shifting to 
trucks, 

The station master at Union Sta- 
tion reported passengers for cities 
and towns served by the Missouri 
Pacific were exchanging tickets 
for other roads. Travel was re- 
duced slightly as a result of the 
strike, the station master said. 
However, all but “local points” on 
the Missouri Pacific system are 
served by other railroads. 

Greyhound Bus Lines reported 
a slight increase in business as a 
result of the Missouri Pacific 
shutdown. Heavier bus traffic to 
Jefferson City and to southern 
cities was noted over the week- 
end. : 

Effects of the strike were noted 
quickly in Dupo, Ill., where the

UN RECIPROCAL 
PAGTS ORDERED 


Democratic Leaders Push 
Senate on Tariff Agree- 
ments — ‘Close’ Vote 
Forecast. 


Today in Congress 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP)— 
I »mocratic leaders today ordered 
night sessions of the Senate in a 
drive to complete action this week 
on the reciprocal trages agree- 
men:s act. 

Senator Lucas of Illinois, party 
floor leader, made the announce- 
ment after he and Vice President 
President Barkley had conferred 
at the White House with Presi- 
dent Truman. 

Under Lucas’ plans, the fist 
night session will be tomorrow. 
The Senate arranged to recess its 
session today out of respect to the 
memory of Associate Justice Wiley 
Rutledge of the Supreme Court 
who died Saturday. 

Lucas said ne hoped the Sen- 
ate would agree to vote Wednes- 
day on the so-called “peril pomt” 
issue. That appears to be “he tig- 
gest test for the Administration. 
Lucas said he thought the Adminis- 
tration would win, but that the 
vote would be “pretty close.’ 

George on Tariff Cuts. 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
said mew major tariff reductions 
are most unlikely, regardless of 
the outcome of the _ reciprocal 
trades agreement program, te- 
Cause rates now are down to a 
reasonable level in most lines. As 
chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee, George is leading the 
Administration’s fight to extend 
the program without restrictions 
until June 1951. 

Senator George W. Malone 
(Rep.), Nevada, released for pub- 
lication a speech he had intended 
to deliver today. He will give the 
speech tomorrow. 

Malone declared the reciprocal 
trade program has led to a policy 
of “importing” unemployment. 

“We are frankly importing man- 
hours of cheap labor to displace 
our own high standard of living 
workingmen,” he said, The pro- 
gram “almost amounts to a con- 
spiracy to lower the American 
wage standard of living,” he 
added. 

Honesty and Currency. 

In connection with the dollar 
conference being conducted here 
by British, Canadian and United 
States officials, Malone said there 
is nothing wrong with world cur- 
rencies “that simple honesty will 
not cure.” 

The only answer to the so-called 
“dollar shortage,” he said, is “com- 
plete and honest interchangeabil- 
ity of foreign currencies at their 
current market worth in relation 
to the United States dollar.” 

Senator McCarran (Dem.), Ne- 
vada, lined up with Republicans 
in the fight. He said he would 
vote to add the “peril point” pro- 
vision which the Administration 
left out of its pending bill. This 
provision would require the tariff 
commission to determine the 
points beyond which proposed tar- 
iff concessions could not go with- 
out endangering domestic pro- 
ducers, and it would make the 
President inform Congress of any 
concessions he granted beyond 
those points. 

McCarran said that he has not 
yet made up his mind on how he 
will vete on the whole reciprocal 
trade question. 

Federal Pay Rise Bills. 

Lucas, after his talk with Tru- 
man today, tabbed federal pay 
rise bills as next in line for Sen- 
ate action after the Administra- 
tion’s global arms aid bill is out 
of the way. 

In the light of the program, Lu- 
cas said he had “no way of setting 
an adjournment time.” 

The Lucas program: 

Complete action this week on 
the reciprocal trade agreements 

bill. 
Take up the multi-million-dol- 
lar arms aid measure. 

Follow it up with five pay 
bills. These include measures to 
-dncrease pay in the military 
services, boost the salaries of 
cabinet officers and top Govern- 
ment officials, and three Pills 
dealing with civil service classi- 
fications, Government and pos- 


tal employes’ pay. 


Lucas said that farm legislation | 


will be brought up later. 

Asked if civil rights legislation 
would be the first order of busi- 
ness in the January session, Lucas 
said, “We may even take up civil 
rights before this session ad- 
journs.” 

Senators Douglas (Dem.), Illi- 
nois, and Humphrey (Dem.), Min- 
nesota, have agreed in separate 
interviews, that the No. 1 reform 
the Senate needs is a “rule of ger- 
maneness.” The freshmen Sena- 
tors want to do something about 
Senators who break into debates 
on wholly unrelated subjects. 

Douglas said the Senate should 
adopt—and enforce—a rule in the 
Jefferson manual on parliamen- 
tary procedures, compiled by 
Thomas Jefferson when he was 
vice president. The rule reads: 
“No person is to speak imperti- 
nently or beside the question, 
superfluously, or tgdiously.” 


McCLOY HONORED 
BY GERMAN CITY 
HE SAVED IN WAR 


Rothenburg, Spared by Yanks 
on His Appeal, Inducts 
Him as Patron. 


ROTHENBURG, Germany, Sept. 
12 (AP)—Beneath ancient tower 
battlements, United States Military 
Governor John J. McCloy yester- 
day became patron of the historic 
Bavarian city he once saved from 
destruction, 

In the last-ditch fighting of 
World War II, McCloy, then as- 
sistant secretary of war, visited 
Gen. Jacob L. Devers, whose 
forces were besieging the tenth- 
century city. 

“I had never been in Rothen- 
burg,” McCloy recalled yesterday, 
“but my mother visited it often, 
and she told me of its beauty 
and historic value, I hated to see 
it destroyed by force. 

“I asked Gen. Devers 
could be avoided, even though 
tough fanatic S.S. (Elite Guard) 
troops were dug in there. Devers 
readily agreed. But the S.S. men 
were stubborn.” 

It took all of that March day 
to get them to surrender. 
Rothenburgs grateful citizens 
later advised McCloy he had been 
chosen patron and invited him to 
visit the city for formal induction. 
Yesterday while a colorful fall fes- 
tival was in swing, he was so 
honored. 

In the 30 years’ war, Burgo- 
meister Nusch prevailed on be- 
sieging forces to spare his city. 
The Austrian Gen, Tilly agreed, 
provided Nusch could drink the 
meistertrunk (masterdrink), a 
two-litre (about two quarts) flag- 
on of wine, in one draught. Nusch 
succeeded, and saved Rothenburg. 
McCloy, emulating Nusch, tilted 
the traditional flagon to his lips. 
“Too much for me to finish,” he 
laughed as he lowered it a mo- 
ment later. 


GREEKS THREATEN INVASION 
OF NATIONS AIDING REBELS 


ATHENS, Sept. 12 (AP) — 
Greece has threatened to invade 
its Communist northern neighbors 
to prevent them serving as bases 
for Greek guerrillas. War Minister 
Panayotis Kanellopoulos made the 
threat. He said: 

“If our northern neighbors try 
again to help guerrillas enter 
Greek territory, then they must 
know that the Greek army, based 
on elementary principles of self 
defense, will neutralize the source 
from which the guerrillas invade 
Greek territory.” 

Greece has charged that the 
Communist-led guerrillas have at- 
tacked government troops from 
Albanian soil, and also that some 
aid to the rebels is coming from 
Bulgaria. Yugoslavia has closed 
its border with Greece.

O RULES URGED TO END 
AUTO SALES DECEPTION 


Federal Trade Commission to 
Discuss Proposals With 
Industry, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP) 
~The Federal Trade Commission 
has proposed five rules designed 
to prevent deceptive practices in 
the sale and financing of auto- 
mobiles purchased on the install- 
ment plan. 


The rule proposals will be dis- 
‘cussed with industry representa- 
tives in a conference beginning 
Sept. 15. Automobile manufac- 
turers and dealers, financing or- 
@anizations and others have been 
invited. 

The proposed rules, which the 
commission said yesterday are in- 
tended principally for discussion, 
would: 

1,Require furnishing the 
buyer with an itemized list of 
charges, including separate list- 

. ing of fees and finance charges. 

2, Require delivery to the 
buyer of a copy of the. install- 
ment sales contract. 

3. Prohibit having purchasers 
sign contracts or receipts in 
blank to be filled in subsequent- 
ly by the seller. 

4. Bar false, misleading or de- 
ceptive statements concerning 
insurance and finance charges 
or other provisions of install- 
ment sales contracts. 

5. Prohibit use of multiple rate 
charts containing different rates 
for the same amount to be fi- 
nanced, 


FATHER OF CAMDEN 
KILLER SAYS SON 
‘LIVED IN A SHELL’ 


CAMDEN, N. J., Sept. 12 (AP)— 
The killing of 13 persons in Cam- 
den last week was a “terrible 
tragedy” that could happen “in 
the family -of any returned vet- 
eran,” says the father of Howard 
Unruh, former artillery man 
charged with the shootings. 

The younger Unruh is now un- 
dergoing physical and mental 
tests at the New Jersey Hospital 
for the Insane at Trenton. If he 
is declared sane, he must stand 
trial on murder charges. 

The father, Samuel 8S. Unruh, 
56 years old, visited his estranged 
wife, Freda, yesterday. Since the 
killings last Tuesday, Mrs. Un- 
ruh has been under a doctor’s 
care, 

Samuel Unruh said his son 
“lived in a shell” after his re- 
turn from World War II, adding 
that his mind “must, have 
cracked.” 

Asking that public judgment of 
his son be withheld until it is de- 
termined whether he is sane, the 
father said his son was “moody” 
after his discharge from. the 
Army. 

“I’d like to say that he is more 
to be pitied than censured, for the 
simple reason that for many years 
he was a good boy, mild in tem- 
perament, never looking for ar- 
guments,” the father asserted. 

“After the war, he was a 
changed individual. He never 
confided in us. He’d walk away 
from us and not give complete or 
thorough explanations. He would 
give civil answers to questions, 
' but would make them as brief as 
possible. We never seemed to get 
the benefit of that little extra 
human or personal touch in any 
discussion.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12. 


HE Republican-Dixiecrat coalition in Congress is shaping Up as | 
the bullseye in President Truman’s target when he takes the | 
stump in behalf of Democratic candidates about a year from now. 


Last year Truman aimed at the Republican-controlled Eightieth 
Congress Although the Southern Democrats were in part responsible 
for its record, it was simply the Republican Congress that was 
blamed. Whistle stops throughout the land echoed with Truman's 
charge that is was the second worst in history. 


‘There 
around Washington today that he 
called it the second worst because 
he foresaw how the Eighty-first 
would turn out. The present Con- 
gress, nominally controlled by the 
Democrats, has blocked the execu- 
tion of many of Truman’s cam- 
paign pledges. , 

The question arises, “Can he go 
back to the people with more 
denunciations of Congress and 
more pledges which Congress will 
not fulfill?” 

Three Parties in Congress. 

Several things should be kept in 
mind in seeking the answer. One 
is that the Eighty-first Congress 
has not yet completed the first 
half of its term. Not a few ob- 
servers think a considerable part 
of Truman’s program will be en- 
acted by the time this Congress 
ends. They think criticism of the 
Eighty-first is premature until the 
whole record has been written. 

Another fact is that there are 
really three parties in Congress 
and the Fair Deal program has 
the support of only one. Truman 
was elected on a progressive Dem- 
ocrat ticket and liberal Democrats 
are behind it. Republicans are 
fighting it determinedly. The 
third party, consisting mainly of 
reactionary Southerners, supports 
a policy of sectionalism and op- 
portunism, and holds the real 
balance of power. 

Truman cannot honestly be sad- 
died with responsibility for many 
of the Southerners, in and out of 
Congress, who are opposing him. 
He repudiated them before he 
was elected and some since have 
been read out of the party. In his 
book, they are Democrats only in 
name. If the record of the present 
Congress turns out to be bad, a 
fair portion of the blame may 
properly be placed upon the Dixie- 
crats. 

Vote of States’ Righters. 

Tt may be worth recalling that 
the so-called states’ rights ticket 
carried the states of Alabama, 
Louisiana, Mississippi and South 
Carolina last November, that Tru- 
man couldn’t get on the ballot in 
Alabama, and that states’ righters 
rolled up a considerable percent- 
ge in other states. 

In Arkansas, for example, they 
polled 34,000 votes to 121,000 for 
the Democrats. In Florida they 
polled 84,000 to 262,000 for the 
Democrats, in Georgia 81,000 to 
235,000, in Texas 104,000 to 768,000 
and in Virginia 42,000 to 200,000. 
In Tennessee, a border state, they 
polled 72,000 to 254,000 for the 
Democrats. 

While the states’ righters have 
hampered Truman, they probably 
have been less of an embarrass- 
ment to him than to some of the 
progressive freshmen in Congress. 
Such Senators as Douglas of Illi- 
nois and Humphrey of Minnesota 
have found it necessary to explain 
and apologize to their constituents 
for failures not their fault. 

Comment of Douglas. 

Douglas, who already has be- 
come one of the outstanding men 
in the Senate, gave an enlighten- 
ing description of the congres- 
sional situation in an address to 
University of Illinois students and 
faculty members last Aug. 3. Here 
is part of what he said: 

“The November elections found 
a paper majority of 53 Democrats 
in the Senate. On the face of 
things there was reason to believe 
that they could enact the progres- 
sive program which voters ex- 
pected. But this majority of 53 
Democrats was illusory. 

“It included at least 12 Dixie- 
erats whose votes on all impor- 
tant matters were indistinguish- 
able from the more extreme forms 
of Republican conservatism. It 
also included three Northern con- 
gervative Democrats. This left a 
working core of but 38 liberal 
Democrats in the Senate who were 
helped now and then by from four 
to eight liberal Republicans. But 
despite this accretion of strength, 
liberal opinion as a whole wrestled 
with the fact that it was in a 
minority, yet it was-held account- 
able for policy as though it wield- 
ed major power in the Senate. 

Affinity in Voting. 

“T am not asserting that there 
is a hard-and-fast working alli- 
ance between the Dixiecrats and 
the Republican leadership in the 
Senate. Some of the Dixiecrats 
part company with their Republi- 
can friends when they see an op- 
portunity to get Federal aid for 
their states—aid that is made 
possible with moneys provided by 
Northern industrial states. But for 
the most part, the affinity of in- 
terests between the Dixiecrats and 
the Republicans as reflected in 

“their voting records is too pro- 
nounced to be ignored. 

“A comparison of two votes 
gives decisive proof that this is 
so. The crucial vote on the re- 
peal of the Taft-Hartley law was 
the one on the Lucas amendment 
which would have removed the in- 

unctive feature from the Taft 

ill. Senator Lucas’s proposal] was 
defeated by a vote of 46 to 44. I 
have made a comparison between 
this vote and the vote on the rule 
¢ntroduced in March by Senator 
Wherry, the Republican majority 
leader, which killed any chance of 
passing civil rights legislation. 

“It is profoundly disturbing to 
note that 45 out of the 46 Sena- 
tors who voted against the Lucas 
amendment also voted for the 
Wherry amendment. It is more 
than a mere coincidence, I be-

rights to 
population.” 

Douglas’s speech is regarded in 
some quarters as providing a tip- 
off on the type of campaign the 
Democrats propose to conduct in 
1950. It would be directed against 
“reactionaries” of both parties and 
would energetically seek the sup- 
port of the two groups that put 
Truman in the White House last 
year—farmers and organized labor. 

It is considered highly unlikely 
that Truman will attack the 
Eighty-first Congress as he did the 
preceding one. It is true that he 


has on more than one occasion |

this year undercut his leaders on 


Capitol Hill, but to attack them | 
afore- | 


openly and with malice 
thought would seem foolhardy. 

Truman’s politically important 
Labor day speeches showed a 
marked tenderness toward Con- 
gress. He said at Pittsburgh that 
the Ejighty-first had halted the 
backward movement of the Eighti- 
eth and was beginning to go for- 
ward, that it had made “real prog- 
ress” over “the fierce opposition 
of the selfish interests.” At Des 
Moines he said “many reactionary 
Senators and Representatives . 
are still doing all they can to slow 
up our progress, but they are not 
able to stop it.” 

Handicap to Attack. 


A case definitely can be made’ 


for the thesis that the main road 
block in Truman’s path is the 
Dixiecrat-Republican alliance, but 
whether this can be made clear to 
the voters is another matter. It 
is one thing for a Democrat to at- 
tack a Republican, and another for 
him to attack a dissident minority 
of his own party without creating 
a sense of division and weakness 
in the public mind. 
A recent analysis of 101 roll calls 
in the House in the first eight 
months of this year shows. that 
in 18 instances measures spon- 
sored by the Administration were 
defeated because of desertions by 
“Democrats.” 
The first important instance of 
Democratic desertion occurred last 
March 15 when the House voted 
227 to 188 to adopt a measure in- 
troduced by Representative John 
B. Williams (Dem.), Mississippi, 
permitting states, counties and 
cities to wjpe out Federal rent 
controls at their own option. 
Voting for the measure were 156 
Republicans and 71 Democrats. 
Six Republicans and 181 Demo- 
crats voted against it. Sixty of the 
71 Democrats represented the 
states of Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Arkansas, 
Louisiana and Texas. Had only 20, 
or one-third, of this group of 
Southerners voted with the Ad- 
ministration rather than against 
it, the bill would have been 
defeated. 

Other Votes Analyzed. 


The remaining 17 votes, some of 
which were on relatively unim- 
portant matters as far as the na- 
tional welfare is concerned, show 
a generally similar division. Five 
Southerners were recorded as vot- 
ing against the Administration on 
every one of the 18 issues. They 
were Representatives James C. 
Davis and William Wheeler of 
Georgia and John E. Rankin, 
Thomas G. Abernathy and Wil- 
liams of Mississippi. 

It should not be inferred that 
northern and western Democrats 
are all blameless or that the 
Southerners are all bad. There 
are votes that show a consider- 
able mixture, but these mixed 
votes often indicate a hard core 
of Southern opposition. One such 
vote occurred last August 16 when 
the Senate vetoed (60 to 32) a 
resolution to enact a recommen- 
dation by the Commission on 
Organization of the Executive 
Branch of the Government; head- 
ed by former President Herbert 
Hoover. This would have set up 
a new Department of Public Wel- 
fare with a Cabinet member as 
its head. 

Vote Against Ewing. 

The action was generally inter- 
preted as a vote against national 
health insurance and “socialized” 
medicine and against Federal Se- 
curity Administrator Oscar R. 
Ewing. Ewing is the principal ad- 
ministrator spokesman for health 
insurance and was expected to be- 
come chief of the new depart- 
ment. Ewing specifically denied 
that the new department could 
put into effect proposed health 
plans without congressional ap- 
proval A Gallup poll taken short- 
ly before the vote showed a con- 
siderable majority of the coun- 
try’s voters approved the Hoover 
plan, 

An examination of the vote 
shows that 23 Democrats joined 
37 Republicans to kill the pro- 
po Of the 23 Democrats, 14 
were from the solid South. Had 
they voted with the Administra- 
tion the totals would have been 
46 Senators for the measure and 
46 against. Six Southern Demo- 
ming voted with the Administra- 

on. 

The Southern Democrats who 
voted against the proposition were 
Byrd and Robertson of Virginia, 
Connally of Texas, Eastland and 
Stennis of Mississippi, Fulbright 
and McClellan of Arkansas, George

NEW-CAR MARKET COLLAPSE SEEMS REMOTE 


By J. A. Livingston 


EPTEMBER is always a crucial month. The 1929 crash started 
in September. Ditto the 1937-38 depression. The major post-World 
War II break in stock prices took place the day after Labor day 


in 1946. That was ironic, Brokers’ letters in August 1946 were full of 
optimism. They kept saying that when investor: and speculators 
returned from their vacations, they’d buy. The opposite happened. 


That 1946 break in stocks is his- 
toric. It sounded the approach of 
the depression that never came. 
And perhaps that adds to the sig- 
nificance, the cruciality, of Sep- 
tember 1949. In 1946, the reason- 
ing was: “People are bought up. 
Business will fall off. Prices will 
drop. We’re heading into another 
1920-21." That judgment proved 
premature. But now, three years 
later, is that same judgment jus- 
tified? - 

New Auto Models Put Out. 


People are pretty well caught 
up. The buyer’s market has even 
claimed the automobile industry. 
For the first time since the war, 
major companies are putting out 
new models. Studebaker, first with 
a postwar model, is out with a 
1950 job. That implies that auto 
plants will close down for retool- 
ing this fall. Workers will be laid 
off as in prewar days. So, buying 
power in and around Detroit will 
be temporarily reduced. 

At the same time, orders for 
upholstery, batteries, tires, 
and so on will be deferred. Un- 
like 1947 and 1948, purchasing 
agents won’t be on_ suppliers’ 
‘phones all the time, clamoring, 
cajoling, pleading: “Where’s the 
shipment that was due two weeks 
ago?” 

The auto industry can no long- 
er be counted on as an all-pow- 
erful sustaining force which will 
override any depression tenden- 
cies. Auto companies are up to 
prewar tricks: Putting out new 
models to obsolete the old ones, 
to encourage the Smiths to buy 
a 1950 car to keep up with the 
Joneses. That’s a sign that sell- 
ing is becoming a regained art— 

by necessity. 

Ultimately, the automobile in- 
dustry may revert to the prewar 
sales pattern: A poor year, a bet- 
ter year, the best year. The im- 
mediate question for business in 
general and the automobile indus- 
try in particular is: Is 1950 it? 
Will it be the industry’s first poor 
postwar year? 

The poor-better-best pattern is 
fairly well defined from the post- 
World War I depression year of 
1921 through 1929, as follows:

Expansion continued into 1941. 
But that was a special year. Hit- 
ler had invaded Europe. War 
threatened the United States. The 
possibility of war controls, over 
production stimulated ‘sales, thus 
extending the upward arc of the 
auto cycle. 


Today’s Prospect. 
And now, for five years, 1945 
through 1949, production of pas- 
senger cars has deen consistently 
upward. Not so trucks. During the 
war, because of military needs, 
truck production reached record 
levels. Plants were tooled up when 
Japan surrendered in August 1945, 
and they went right on producing. 
Pent-up civilian demand for trucks 
was more easily met. Perhaps the 
prewar cycle in trucks has already 
started. Here’s the story to date:

Collapse in the new car market 
seems remote. True, 1949 produc- 
tion seems destined to outstrip 
1929 in both passenger cars and 
trucks. True, also, dealers have 
cars on hand and customers de- 
mand particular colors and refuse 
to load up on gadgets. Down-pric- 
ing is occurring instead of the up- 
pricing of a year and two years 
ago. 

Notwithstanding the 14,700,000 
passenger cars and the 5,400,000 
trucks that will have been pro- 
duced by the end of this year,

The simplest way to understand 
the economic conundrum with 
which the economists are anxious- 
ly wrestling is to draw two lines 
on a piece of paper. Draw one 
straight across the sheet. Then 
draw another, starting lower 
down, rising gradually until it 
meets the first line, and then 
almost immediately plunging 
down. Label the first line buying 
power, and the second production. 
These two lines tell the postwar 
economic history of the United 


States, from which the economists 
are trying to deduce the ¢uture. 
How Recession Began. 
The point where the second line 
meets the first tells what hap- 
pened when the postwar inflation 
came to an end, when there were 
suddenly more things to buy than 
money to buy them. The lines 
met and crossed late last year. 
Goods began to pile up on the 
shelves. Orders were canceled. 
Men were laid off. Production 
was cut back, and the present re- 
cession took hold. 
What now? That is the ques- 
tion which the President’s eco- 
nomic advisers must try to an- 
swer as best they can. The answer 
really depends on whether the 
buying power line holds steady, as 
it has done ever since the war, or 
whether it begins to plummet 
down after the production line. 
The economists admit that there 
has never been a time when it 
was harder to peer into the eco- 
nomic future. There is one hope- 
ful but inconclusive clue. Last 
month the production line on the 
graphs gave a sharp jerk up- 
wards, while buying power held 
steady. 
Before that, especially in July, 
the Government economists here 
were much more worried than 
they were willing publicly to 
admit. In January of this yar, in- 
dustrial production stood at more

Acheson, it was learned over 
the weekend, will seek British 
views and co-operation on at least 
four major points of new Amer- 
ican strategy in. the Far East.

Will Also See Schuman. 

French Foreign Minister Robert 
Schuman is also due here late in 
the week.

1. How far and how fast 
should the Western powers pro- 
mote nationalism in the Far 
East as a powerful force against 
Communism (which Acheson 
considers it to be)? General 
American policy calls for strong 
support of national movements 
which are anti-Communist.

HE President’s Council of 

Economic Advisers bas some 

mighty good news in store for 
him. Its next report will write 
finis, in effect, on the “recession” 
that recently was a matter of 
national concern; detail a very 
cheering picture of current busi- 
ness conditions; and forecast con- 
tinuing bright prospects for next 
year, 

The council will report that cer- 
tain “soft spots” still exist in the 
national economy, chiefly in New 
England and on the West Coast, 
but the over-all business situation 
is unaffected by these isolated fac- 
tors and continues strong, stable 
and assured of more high-peak 
prosperity. 

The council will base its glad 
tidings on the following signifi- 
cant findings: 

General construction is above 
last year’s record level, and the 
outlook is for continuance of 
this pace during 1950. 

Auto sales and rent expendi- 
tures are exceeding 1948. 

Government purchases in- 
creased from $40,300,000,000 in 
1948 to $43,100,000,000 this year, 
an incrbase that more than off- 
set the slight business decline. 

Total movement of all goods 
and services approximates 1948 
levels, while real personal in- 
comes have remained close to 
those levels. 

Early fall sales have shown a 
strong resurgence of consumer 
buying in all lines, including soft 
goods, such as textiles and ap- 
parel. Also, general inventory 
depletion has reached the point 
where extensive replacement 
has become urgent. 

The $2,500,000,000 insurance 
dividend the VA will pay vet- 
erans during the first half of 
1950 will have pronounced effect 
on maintaining consumer sales 
indexes at present levels.

Where Is There Another? 


Justice Wiley B. Rutledge had a firm philoso- 
phy of the law. For old common law precedents 
as well as new regulatory statutes, he had a 
sure test. “Of what good is the law,” he asked, 
“if it does not serve human needs?” 


His conception of humanity was broad. It 
made him a New Dealer, eager to defend chil- 
dren against exploitation, to help workers bar- 
gain for their pay, te help groups to unite in 
finding new ways of meeting their needs, and to 
assure all men against interference with the free 
following of their own consciences. 


He was a liberal. But his liberalism was not 
of the blind variety which can see rights on only 
one level of the social order. He handed down 
more than one decision in favor of a labor union. 
But he also held that an individual might seek 
judicial review of a wage award accepted by a 
union, In the Famous-Barr case, he dissented 
from a majority which condemned the store for 
offering a wage increase to offset a union organ- 
izing drive. The employer, he felt, also had a 
right to present his arguments. 

Wiley Rutledge was the Court’s most steadfast 
defender of individual rights. In the Post- 
Dispatch’s latest tabulation, he stood ahead of 
all the other justices in this.respect. Whatever 
else this may or may not show, it leaves no doubt 
about his courage. Neither'public opinion nor 
any other pressure could sway him from what he 
believed to be right. 

He joined Justice Murphy in resisting the ma- 
jority’s decision that the Court could not review 
the death sentences of the two Japanese gen- 
erals, Yamashita and Homma. Any person, what- 
ever his nationality, had a right to review of a 
sentence passed by Americans, be they in civil 
robes or in military uniforms. 

Wiley Rutledge was a friendly man. There 
are many in St. Louis who learned that in the 
years he taught in Washington University’s law 
school. He was natural and warm. It was im- 
possible that he should be pompous on the 
bench. But he never forgot its dignity. 

It is tragic that his death should have come so 
soon after that of his friend, Frank Murphy, 
which deeply affected him. Their natures were 
complementary. The one might be called the 
scholar, and the other the poet of the Court. 
But there was no difference in their undeviating 
respect for the Bill of Rights. Neither ever 
thought that the black ink of the law books had 
a higher value than the red blood of men and 
women, 

Their departure may have far-reaching effects. 
Until the end of the last term, it was generally 
possible to count on a grouping of Rutledge, 
Murphy, Douglas and Black. These four were 
frequently joined by’ one or more of the other 
justices to form a majority. Even their dissent- 
ing opinions carried weight. It may be fairly 
said that Wiley Rutledge’s dissent in the New 
Jersey school bus case, for example, paved the 
way for the majority’s reaffirmation of the 
American principles of separation of church and 
state in the McCollum case. 

Will Tom Clark be another Murphy? And 
will President Truman find another Wiley 
Rutledge? 
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After Three Days 


After three days, the Missouri Pacific strike 
is damaging many communities in the railroad’s 
10-state system. In St. Louis, 2000 of the com- 
pany’s office workers and other non-striking em- 
ployes have had their jobs “abolished,” and with 
them their pay. The damage is much worse in 
communities more exclusively dependent on the 
railroad payroll. The Mo. Pac. shops are the 
leading industry at Sedalia, and the layoff of 
1500 persons there is a heavily depressing blow 
to that community... The situation may be even 
worse at Poplar Bluff, where 5000 are laid off. 

The strike is not over a wage-hour issue. It is 
over disputed interpretations of certain operat- 
ing rules. To penalize innocent bystanders in 
this situation has a strong flavor of recklessness. 

Yet the issues are the kind of issues that 
naturally lend themselves to arbitration. Various 
federal officials and boards suggested arbitra- 
tion. The company accepted, but the four unions 
seem to doubt that impartial outsiders would 
think as well of their complaints as they do. 

In this deadlocked situation, a volunteer com- 
mittee of St. Louisans is taking the field in the 
hope that their good offices will help to bring 
peace. A railroad exists only to serve “the pub- 
lic interest, convenience and necessity,” and the 
Missouri Pacifio strike, no matter how unin- 
tentionally, has the effect of “the public be 
damned.” 
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Signal From Straubing 

A short while ago this page described the 
“way in which American policies in Germany are 
playing into the hands of the worst nationalist 
elements in the American zone. We told how 
the abandonment of the newspaper licensing 
program and the failure to guarantee the prop- 
erty security of the German papers established 
under American authority was a threat to the 
development of a free and democratic press. 
This now is borne out. The American-licensed 
paper in Straubing, in Bavaria, has ceased pub- 
lication because local support has gone to a 
rabidly nationalist paper. Here is a warning 
that should set some signals flashing in Wash- 
ington. 
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Little Disguises 

The St. Louis police gambling squad showed 
up the Sherlock Holmes school of disguise as 
a bunch of raw amateurs. Several of them 
walked into a policy. office without being ques- 
tioned, because they were in their shirtsleeves 
and tieless, and their quarry thought policemen 
all dressed more formally than that. 

So it doesn’t take a wig, a false nose, a mus- 
tache and a special costume to make a man truly 
incog. Take the glasses off a person who always 
wears them—put them on one who never does— 
and he stands a good chance of being unrecog- 
nized by his best friend. The same with a hat. 
Or a person whom his business associates usual- 
ly see seated behind a desk — walking on 
the street, he doesn’t look like anyone you ever 
saw before, probably because he looks so much 
smaller than you expected. 

The idea that it takes a whopping big change 
to disguise a person is, we suspect, a piece of 
egotism. Most people are recognized by smaller 
identification marks than they think. There 
are grumps who could lose their old identity 
completely behind a friendly smile—others who 
could hide, with room to spare, behind an en- 
couraging word. There are other people who 
could change character completely by bringing 
their upper and lower lips together. It doesn’t 
take a_kitfull of collodion to make a disguise— 
or to undisguise those of us who go around dis- 


) 
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guised as the usual thing. All it takes, we guess, 
is just a little dab of imagination, in the right 
place. 
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Reasonable Report in Steel 

While it is not possible to pass on all aspects 
of the report of the President’s steel fact-finding 
board in a general statement, there can be lit- 
tle doubt that on the whole the conclusions rep- 
resent current social and economic thinking. 

The recommendation against the 12.5 cent 
wage increase, requested by the union, ig in ac- 
cordance with the changed business climate, In- 
flation is not the current danger which it was 
before the recent recession in business. Prices 
either have pretty much stabilized or come down 
a bit. The cost-of-living increase does not have 
the economic basis it had 18 months or so ago. 

The board did not enter into the relation be- 
tween steel wages and steel company profits. It 
therefore does not pass on the question of 
whether increased profits would allow a wage 
increase of less than 12.5 cents apart from gen- 
eral economic conditions. This goes over for an- 
other time, with the result that the report pre- 
sents an uncomplicated, simple recommendation 
of no wage increase at all. 

On pensions and insurance there can not be 
even the slightest question as to the rightness 
of the report. Steel has lagged behind other 
industries in looking gut after these basic wel- 
fare conditions of employment. Part of steel’s 
trouble with its workers has come from its fail- 
ure to keep step with many other industries. 

One finding of the board is on the puzzling 
side. ‘This is its recommendation that the time 
has come to get the Government out of its role 
as an influencer of collective bargaining. Cer- 
tainly everyone agrees that it is better to solve 
these disputes at the conference table. But 
when collective bargaining breaks down, there 
must be recourse to higher authority or anarchy 
takes over. Indeed, this board and its report 
were designed to avert just such a calamity. 

The union asked for this board and the steel 
executives gave in to it reluctantly, only under 
heavy public pressure. The unreasoning fear 
of the companies that the board would approve 
everything the union asked has not been sub- 
stantiated at all. Chairman Daugherty and Board 
Members Cole and Rosenman have not only served 
well in the immed@iate problem, but they have 


done a good turn for the idea of fact-finding 


by public boards as well. 
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Clue in Kansas City 

Now that a Jackson County grand jury.has 
reported a new clue to the 1947 Kansas City 
ballot stealing, the authorities ought to run it 
down with the utmost dispatch. Of course, this 
is a case for the FBI as well as local officials 
since the nomination of a candidate for Con- 
gress in the Fifth District was involved. Since 
President Truman took a personal interest in 
the voting, the Department of Justice has more 
than the ordinary incentives to clear up the case. 

Whatever the evidence uncovered by the 
grand jurors, they did not consider it sufficient 
basis for an indictment. Nevertheless, they have 
constituted themselves a committee to pay the 
$10,000 reward previously posted for informa- 
tion leading to a conviction. In other words, 
the grand jurors seem to believe that they have 
struck a “hot” trail. 

The 1946 vote fraud indictments were scandal 
enough. But the theft of the evidence from the 
vault of the election commissioners and the con- 
sequent inability to obtain convictions deepened 
the offense to the point where there can be no 
thought of letting it slip into the dead file of 
unsolved crimes. Here is an investigation which 
should be pushed to the end—pushed no matter 
where it leads. 
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The Mayor’s Tax Dilemma 


The city earnings tax is producing revenue 
above original expectations, causing Comptrol- 
ler Carpenter to step up this year’s estimated 
yield to $8,000,000. That’s good news, but it has 
bad implications. 

When he was running for Mayor, Joseph M. 
Darst attacked the earnings tax as “a Republi- 
can tax law which takes something out of every 
paycheck,” and he called for its repeal. As 
Mayor, however, he knows the city must levy 
some kind of income tax for some time to come. 
Therefore, far from asking the Legislature to 
wipe out the earnings tax, he is asking for per- 
mission to continue to levy it. 

But the present tax is about as bad as Mr. 
Darst originally said. It imposes the same flat 


“rate on every income, large and small—without 


allowance for dependents, or for the first $1000 
or so of income, or for anything else. It is an 
unscientific and somewhat inhumane tax because 
it disregards ability to pay. 

A fair income tax with graduated rates and 
proper allowances was proposed at the outset, 
but the Republican city administration dismissed 
it on grounds that it would be harder to col- 
lect. That objection has always seemed fanci- 
ful, and no evidence was brought out to sup- 
port it. But in any event, is the convenience of 


‘the tax collector the only thing, or even the 


main thing, to be considered? 

If Mr. Darst has the solicitude for city.taxpay- 
ers that he professed when he was asking them 
to vote for him, he will bend every effort to 
change the earnings tax into a fair income 
tax, That’s the way he can get out of his pres- 
ent ungraceful and two-faced position. 
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Good Example in Mental Care 


California’s progress in the care of its mental 
patients, as described by Gov. Warren, should 
be a standing rebuke to Missouri. In this state 
small advances are being made in some respects 
‘but very large setbacks are being suffered in 
others, principally in the quality of men put in 
charge of the mental institutions. 

Gov: Smith has spoken in noble terms of the 
responsibility of doing the right thing by the 
wards of the state. When it came down to doing 
something about it, though, the Governor wasn’t 
there. He didn’t push for appropriations that 


‘would enable the mental institutions to raise 


their standards. ; 

On the debit side, he degraded the quality of 
administration of the state mental hospitals by 
removing a competent man as director of the 
Division of Mental Diseases and giving the job 
as a $olitical plum to one of his patronage sec- 
retaries, who has no qualifications for it. He 
made further degradation inevitable by vetoing 
a bill which would have permitted hiring of 
employes ‘from outside the state. As Gov. War- 
ren pointed out, California had to go to Ohio to 
find the best man to direct mental hygiene for 


the state. 
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What every Congressman’s child knows is that 
a junket is only pudding.

Britain’s Day of Reckoning—and Ours 


The Mirror 


of 
Public ‘Opinion 


The British crisis has an,American side that could be extremely 
painful for us, writer says; points out U. S. has been subsidizing 
its surplus exports for 35 years; fears serious dislocations will result 
if surpluses pile up at home; Britain is America’s main outlet.

So far, the British currency “crisis” has 
been represefted largely in terms of a day 
of reckoning moving up fast for Britain. 
Witfout much doubt there will be a day 
of reckoning on the far side of the Atlan- 
tic, and judging from all the estimates it 
may be extremely painful. 


But this is going to involve a day of 
reckoning for Americans too, and it would 
be well for us to think about our own side 
of the problem. In this connection the most 
relevant fact is that ever since 1914 the 
United States has, in effect, been giving 
away a sizable quantity of its goods. 


You and I usually think of what has hap- 
pened in terms of loans, or grants, or sub- 
sidies, or something like that which is made 
of paper. But the loans and grants and 
subsidies have all been devices making it 
possible for Europeans, particularly the 
British, to buy more American goods than 
they could buy otherwise. 

To be factual about it, even if words 
have unpleasant sounds, the United States 
has been subsidizing a surplus of its ex- 
ports over its imports. It has been doing 
this over a period of some 325 years. Any 
practice indulged in over such a long peri- 
od of time becomes a habit. 

The amount of the subsidy is something 
no one could total up to the last dollar. But 
it has been a lot of money; much more 
than most Americans realize. .If you in- 
clude wartime lend-lease plus all the de- 
faulted World War I loans you can work 
,out an average American gubsidy to Europe 
of around five billion dollars a year. That 
is an exaggerated way of putting it. If you 
limit your calculation to the defaulted pub- 
lic and private reconstruction loans at the 
end of the first War, and UNRRA, Mar- 
shall plan aid, and such reconstruction 
measures after this war, the average fig- 
ure is more modest. 

Yet, whether you figure it at five bil 
lions a year or one billion a year over the 
entire period, it is a rate which has ben 
climbing steadily. Also it is a process 


which has enabled American exporters to 
ship goods abroad which otherwise would 
have remained on the American market. 
And the principal single market for those 
goods has been Britain. 

Right now there is quite a tendency in 
our forums to say that Britain must face 
up to the facts of life and learn to live 
within its income. If we really mean busi- 
ness: that is, if we are serious about end- 
ing Marshall aid in 1952, and about lend- 
ing Britain no more money; then we, too, 
will have to face up to some hard facts. 


If we call a sudden halt to the subsidiz- 
ing of our surplus of exports over imports, 
then there will cease to be a surplus of 
American exports. 

Britain can’t buy more from us than it 
sells to us unless we give it the dollars 
with which to pay for that surplus. Life 
will be less pleasant in Britain when the 
flow of American goods dries up. But life 
also will become more complicated for us 
when the grains, cotton and tobacco which 
normally flow to Britain from America in 
large quantities begin piling up here. 

The easy explanation of Britain’s trade 
difficulties is that it is living beyond its 
means; i‘e., that it cannot afford the luxury 
of social security and health schemes. The 
American willingness over 35 years to help 
it, and others, to luxuries which they can- 
not afford is another side to the story. All 
advance indications are that Washington 
thinks the time has come to face up to 
facts. For Britain, and Europe in general, 
that will mean contraction of living stand- 
ards. For America it will also mean seri- 
ous dislocations, 

If surpluses of goods pile up behjnd the 
American frontier, America will have to 
make its choice between three courses of 
action. Either it will resume the subsidiz- 
ing of exports, or it will destroy the sur- 
pluses, or it will cut its tariffs and in every 
possible way seek to increase its imports. 

Britain isn’t the only country which may 
find some sorrow at the day. of reckoning.

Pattern of Memories 


A LITTLE SLEEP, A LITTLE SLUMBER, by Norman Kat- 
kov. (Doubleday & Co., Inc., 248 pgs., $2.75.) 
As Lev Simon lies dying after his third 

heart attack, his four grown sons gather 

by his bedside in St. Paul. As each waits 
about pretending that Lev Simon is not 
going to die, incidents from the past come 
to each son and are shared with the others. 

Lev Simon, mindful that only a few hours 

remain, also has memories of his own 

These painful moments from yesterday 
are parts of a mural depicting the life and 
character of Lev Simon. There is no at- 
tempt at a sequence; they are thrown upon 
the canvas without restraint or plan, made 
memorable by the same _ undisciplined, 
naked emotion that made Katkov’s “Eagle 
at My Eyes” such a controversial novel. 

Ley remembers the frightening night 
when he first crossed into the United 
States through Russia and Canada — an 
illegal alien of Jew- 
ish origin. The boys 
remember how Lev 
fought for a foothold 
in this new country 
—first the hand cart, 
the wagon, the truck, 
and finally the store. 
All the struggle was 
highlighted by this 
understanding and 
his sympathy for his 
boys: the time he 
sensed their shame 
when they had to 
ride in the truck bed 
and managed to fit it 
with two abandoned 
car seats; the day he went in debt to buy an 
electric lamp so that his sons could read 
at night; when he bought off a girl for his 
eldest son upon whom the father poured 
his shameful wretchedness as he called the 
son a “schwein”; the afternoon that Lev 
Simon delayed taking the chickens to the 
rabbi while he gave his . blackmailing 
brother-in-law a final beating; and the com- 
forting memory for the sons of the day 
that their father became a citizen. 

So the lessons were taught these boys, 
partly by admonition and partly by ex- 
ample. But on this possible last night Lev 
Simon has some last minute lessons to 
teach, so he gets out of bed and joins his 
boys in a game of poker. As the cards are 
dealt and the game progresses, Simon gives 
his last bit of advice—a night that adds 
another bit of stature to a- courageous, 
honest father.

The border with Yugo- 
slavia, much longer and more 
tortuous, could never have been 
sealed by Greek forces. 


The Clapp Mission. 


The second piece of news means 
a lot in hope for the future rather 
than in the immediate present. In 
authorizing Gordon R. Clapp, head 
of the Tennesseé Valley Authority, 
to go to the Middle East as chair- 
man of an economic survey mis- 
sion, President Truman has taken 
a step toward raising the stand- 
ard of life in a part of the world 
where poverty is the rule. 

But the mission, which is being 
sent out by the United Nations, 
means more than that. It could

He is one 
of the country’s able administra- 
tors who has grown up with the 
TVA idea. 


Fugitive Greek Capital. 


Even after the UN mission has 
made its recommendations, lots 
of obstacles .will stand in the way 
of action. But, as President 
Truman pointed out in his state- 
ment on Clapp’s appointment, this 
is in the direction of the Point 
IV program of technical assis- 
tance to under-developed regions 
that the President spoke about in 
his inaugural address in January. 
Able, energetic Assistant Secre- 
tary of State George C. McGhee 
(for the Middle East) has worked 
intensively for a start at rehabili- 
tation. 

With the civil war ended in 
Greece, that will be the only hope 
of stability there, too. The Greek 
people have suffered terribly from 
invasion, then the cruel German- 
Italian occupation and finally five 
years of bitter fighting between 
Greek and Greek. With peace, 
wealthy Greeks who rushed their 
capital to New York banks should 
invest it in productive enterprise 
at home.

WEIZMANN AGREES

President Says Israel Will 
Accept Supervision ‘of 
‘Jerusalem Institutions. 


FRIBOURG, Switzerland, Sept. 
12 (AP)—Dr. Chaim Weizmann, 
President of Israel, said today 
Israel would welcome direct inter- 
national supervision of the holy 
places and institutions in Jerusa- 
lem. 

In Tel Aviv, at the same time, 
the chairman of the Israeli Par- 
liament’s Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee declared “neither the Israeli 
Government nor the Israeli Par- 
liament is contemplating a change 
in their declared policy regarding 
Jerusalem.” This policy is against 
international rule for the city. 

There was nothing inconsistent 
in the two statements, since Presi- 
dent Weizmann was referring to 
fnternational supervision and ac- 
cess to the city’s many holy places 
while the parliamentary spokes- 
man concerned himself with the 
United Nations proposal to make 
all Jerusalem an internationally 
ruled area similar to Trieste. 

Dr. Weizmann spoke at a cere- 
mony in his honor at the Univer- 
sity of Fribourg, where he received 
his doctor of science degree 50 
years ago. 

“Ever since the very proclama- 
tion of our state we have realized 
the duty that we owe to the in- 
ternational community with regard 
to the security, the normal func- 
tioning and the free access to the 
manifold holy places and institu- 
tions which are situated within 
the territory of our state,” he said.

In the seclusion of their seaside 
cottage the family received the 
tributes of President Truman, 
Rutledge’s fellow justices and 
others high in public life. Tru- 
man’s message of condolence was 
not made public. 

In the capital, Chief Justice 
Vinson said Justice Rutledge’s 
death “is a severe loss to the 
country and to me _ personally.” 
He added: “. .. He was earnest, 
conscientious and an eminently 
able jurist. He was true to his 
ideals and, in all, a great Ameri- 
can.” 

Another associate, Justice Rob- 
ert Jackson, said Justice Rut- 
ledge had “literally overtaxed his 
strength by devotion to his work.” 
A member of the court since 
1943, the big, soft-spoken Justice 
Rutledge was the eighth and final 
appointee of President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. 

On the court, he and the late 
Justice Frank Murphy were often 
lined up in voting with Justices 
Black and Douglas, On occasion, 
Justice Reed or Justice Frankfurt- 
er voted with them to make a 
majority. Lawyers regarded Rut- 
ledge and Murphy as the court’s 
most ardent liberals of recent 
years. 

Former Law Dean Here. 
Justice Rutledge came to the 
Court after four years as a judge 
of the Distriet of Columbia Circuit 
Court of Appeals, from a long 
career as a teacher of law. He 
was dean of the Law School at 
Washington University in St. 
Louis and University of Iowa. 

A native of Cloverport, Ky., Jus- 
tice Rutledge became a westerner 
because of an'‘affliction of early 
manhood—tuberculosis. 

He called Colorado his home, al- 
though he was named to the court 
as an Iowan. A devotee of trout 
fishing, he used to return to Colo- 
rado as often as he could to fish 
and read. 

One of the friendliest men in 
public life, the Justice liked to 
meet and talk to people. 

His widow, Annabel Person Rut- 
ledge, was his Greek teacher in 
Maryville College, Tennessee.

He had 
asked for a 75-cent minimum and 
broadened coverage; he got the 75 
cents but coverage was reduced 
slightly.

An earlier victory, shared in 
part with Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, was passage of the public 
housing and slum clearance Dill. 
This was passed several times by 
the Senate but was brought to a 
vote in the House for the first 
time last June. A -oll call on a 
motion ‘to knock out public hous- 
ing prodyced 209 votes in favor 
of this phase of the overall Dill, 
and 204 against it. 

The Administration was desert- 
ed on this issue by 58 Delnocrats 
from the solid South, who 
went along with the Republicans. 
Thirty. voted for public housing 
and seven did not vote, The prin- 
cipal complaint of the opponents 
was that the legislation was

Single- Engine Plane Turns

LISBON, Sept. 12 (AP)—Two 
Italian flyers attempting to fly 
the Atlantic in a single-engine 
plane were forced to turn back 
early today and landed safely at 
Lagens airfield in» the Azores.

Some Familiar Words 
Often Mispronounced. 


2 INDERGARTEN. 
K. iittie Junior or Sister go to 
“kindy-garden”? There really 
isn’t such a place, you know. The 
correct word is formed from the 
German kinder, “children,” 
garten, “garden.” Kindergarten, in 
both English and German is pro- 
nounced: KIN-der-GAHR-ten. 

Koala. The koala is a small 
bear-like animal found in south- 
eastern Australia. It is a marsupial 
(pouched), and lives on eucalyptus 
buds and shoots. The English pro- 
nunciation is: koe-AH-luh. The na- 
tive name is kula, pronounced: 
KOO-luh. , 

Larynx. Overheard in a physi- 
cian’s waiting room: “He's treat- 
ing her for an infection of the 
LAHR-nicks.” The word used is 
larynx, “the organ of voice.” Note 
that the second syllable is —ynx, 
not “not nyx.” Also note that the 
“a” in the first syllable is flat as 
in Larry. Say: LAR-ingks. 

Library. Not “LY-berry, LY¥-bree 
nor, LY¥-bur-ee.” In best usage the 
second syllable has the short “e” 
sound as heard in merry, very, er- 
rand. Be sure to say: LY-breh-ree. 

M t—Marguerite. The name 
Marguerite is the French form of 
Margaret, which is from the Latin 
word margarita, literally, “a 
pearl.” It is not uncommon to 
hear Marguerite pronounced 
“MAHRG-yoo-REET.” But there 
is no “yoo” sound in the second 
syllable. You see, the French 
spelling “gue” indicates that the 
“es” is hard, as in such words as 
rogue, vague, baguette. Therefore, 
the “u” is silent. Marguerite is 
correctly pronounced: MAHR-guh- 
REET: 


Margaret is pronounced: MAHR- 
gub-rit. 

Pamphlet. The origin of the 
word pamphlet is uncertain. There 
are almost as many theories as 
there are authorities — and there 
isn’t room here to discuss them 
all.

find my four young English 
guests already here.

Here also, West led the king of 
clubs and South ruffed. At the 
second trick, however, South gave 
his left-hand opponent something 
to think about—South led a low 
trump! 

One must put oneself in West’s 
position to appré¢ciate the full fla- 
vor of this play by declarer. 
Should West put up the spade 
king, or shouldn’t he? From 
West's point of view, it was quite

' possible that South had bid three 


spades on seven to the ten, with 
the ace of hearts and diamond 
strength, instead of the ace of his 
own suit. Remember, at this table 
West did not have the opportunity 
to see his partner signal with a 
low diamond or to discover def- 
initely which ace East held. 

So, after fruitless thought, West 
played low on the trump lead, and 
after that, South was “sitting in a 
rocking chair.” East could not 
attack successfully in hearts, and 
South, after capturing West's 
trump king, could discard a heart 
on dummy’s fourth diamond,
